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THE NEW ASLIB 


By THE TIME this issue comes into the hands of members the Association of Special Libraries 
and Information Bureaux and the British Society for Interaational Bibliography should both 
have merged into the new Aslib. Formalities may remain, such as the official recognition of 
the new body, the liquidation of the old, and all the arrangements for the disposition of assets 
and liabilities, but the operative date when members of both former bodies may consider 
themselves embodied in one greater Aslib is the 1st January 1948. 

The first Council meeting is on the 6th February, when the combined Councils of the original 
.-two bodies meet together as one. A main item on the agenda will be the reconstitution of the 
Aslib committees. These keep watch and ward over the main departments and activities of the 
head office, so that it is unlikely that any major changes will be made unless it is considered 
that new developments demand further committees to deal with them. The present system 
provides a Standing Committee immediately below the Council entrusted with the care of 
administration and finance, and the consideration and explotation of.policy. It consists of the 
` Chairman of Council, the Honorary Officers, the Chairmen of the other Committees and a few 
other members of the Council appointed by the Council. 

Under the Standing. Committee there are at present thre: other committees, corresponding 
to the three main divisions of Aslib—Publications, Information, and Conference and Education, 
the latter being divided when necessary into two sub-committees to deal with the two aspects 
of the work. It has been proposed that a fourth committee should now be added to look after 
the bibliographical activities formerly undertaken by the B.S.1.B. . 

The membership of the new Aslib is just under one thousand. This figure includes those 
members who formerly belonged to the B.S.I.B., but excludes .some eighty Government 
departments which were considered separate members of the old Association. For official 
purposes “ Government membership ” can only be, of course, one and indivisible and should 
speak with one voice on the Aslib Council, and vote as one at General Meetings. The Depart- 
ment of Scientific and Industrial Research is the medium for this expression of official opinion, 
as the channel through which Aslib receives Government g-ant. All of which does not disturb 
the unofficial direct contact for information purposes between Aslib and designated individuals 
in Government special libraries and information bureaux in any way. These “ representatives ” 
may continue to sit on Aslib committees and to attend meetings, and will receive all the Aslib 
setvices direct. In fact we look forward to a period of even closer and more useful co-operation. 





The FIAT Reviews 

Shortly after the end of hostilities with Germany it 
was realized that there was a gap in the schemes of T 
Force, BIOS, CIOS, ALSOS and other similar organiza- 
tions which were setting out to comb Germany for 
technical information of use to the Allies. This gap lay 
mostly in the realm of the pure sciences and corisisted 
in the neglect of the opinion of the greatest German 
scientists and research workers themselves concerning 
progress made from 1939 onwards. German scientific 
publication had been sadly hit by the war, and very little 
information was available. 

Thanks initially to the Canadian element in FIAT 
(Field Information Agency, Technical), an allied 
intelligence organization which sprang from, and 
survived the dissolution of, SHAEF, efforts were made 
to secare the friendly collaboration of leading German 
professors. This was readily obtained once it was 


tealized that the object of the scheme was to restore 
German: science to its proper place in world learning 
aod to fill the hiatus which would otherwise have 
resulted from the war. 

Now the first volumes of this great 84-volume work, 
the FLAT Uberblick über die deutsche Wissenschaft 1939—46, 
are at last eppearing. Only 1100 copies are being 
printed at first, for official distribution in the United 
States, Canada, Great Britain, France, and through 
Unesco. Later Dietrich-Verlag in Wiesbaden will 
publish an edition of 10,000 copies in Germany. 

We ate very happy to announce that we have been 
informed by Unesco that Aslib will be one of the 
recipients of the copies available for distribution. All 
members, we are sure, will be grateful for the oppor- 
tunity this magnificent gift will give them for borrowing 
and obtaining photographic copies of these rare and 
valuable volumes. .

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Three Committees 
From time to time the Aslib Council fosters committees 
other than the Council committees detailed elsewhere in 
this issue.’ These are not Aslib committees pur sang, but 
usually consist of experts called together by Aslib for 
a cause close to its heart, provided with a home and a 
secretariat when necessary, and left much to their own 
devices. Aslib is heard, but does not direct. This 
action, which has much in common with that of a 
catalyst, has often produced most useful results, and is 
always highly instructive. i 

At present three such committees are meeting, and 
all represent purposes which should develop greatly in 
the future, ; i 

The first of these committees has, after much delibera- 
tion, styled itself the Committee on the Mechanized Distri- 
bution of Information. It was originally set up by a widely 
representative Conference in July 1947, called by Aslib 
at the request of the D.S.I.R. on the Uses of Mechaniza- 
tion in Library and Technical Information Work. The 
change of title is, perhaps, indicative of the funda- 
mental approach of the Committee to its problems. The 
terms of. reference provide that it should co-operate 
with Aslib, which should form a clearing house for 
information on mechanization; answer specific prob- 
lems referred to it; recommend the publication of 
manuals, bibliographies and similar material; and, 
eventually, compile a report for the D.S.I.R. and others. 


The committee is meeting frequently, conscious of the, 


urgency of the requirements of information workers in 
this country who: ate being flooded out by too much 
unmanageable information. . 

The second committee is dealing with the recom- 
tnendation of the 1947 Aslib annual conference, that 


to produce a short memorandum for the guidance of 
editors, printers and publishers. For the ‘time being 
this enquiry is being directed only to the journals of 
léarned societies and similar organizations. Here again 
the committee has begun its work from a fundamental 


piste 


basis, and it appears likely that the result of its labours 
will be a most: useful memorandum applicable in 
principle over the whole field of scientific and technical 
periodical publication, as and when conditions allow 
present methods to be revised. 


The third committee, after a preliminary meeting 
attended by representatives of all the main building 
interests in this country, has already been constituted 
into the Provisional National Body on Building Documenta- 
tion, and has started active work in preparation for the 
international conference of the International Federation 
of Housing and Town Planning at Ziirich in June 1948: 
It is also discussing questions of building abstracts, 
trade literature, the Universal Decimal Classification, 
and international glossaries. In many ways this com- 
mittee is a pioneer, born of necessity, of the documen- 
tation committees which will undoubtedly grow up in 
other industries under the aegis of the National Com- 
mittee for Documentation, which is about to be formed. 


Training Facilities for Librarians and Informa- 

tion Officers : 
From time to time it is said, by those who are not very 
closely connected with Aslib, that Aslib is not paying 
attention to the professional status of information 
officers and librarians in non-public libraries. -This is, 
in fact, far from true. The Aslib Education Committee 
has drawn up recommendations for the revision of the 
Library Association examination syllabuses which were 
submitted to the Library Association and an Aslib 
representative has been invited to serve on the L.A. 
sub-committee which has now been appointed to 
consider these tevisions.

Approved Libraries and Call-Up 

With reference to our remarks concerning the new 
Library Association regulations for approved libraries 
in the December 1947 issue of this bulletin, we are 
glad to be able to report that the L.A. Council has now 
amended its previous ruling so that it shall apply only 
to persons seeking deferment from national service. 

For persons not seeking deferment the Council is 
satisfied if the following fundamental requirements are 
met, i.e. that the candidate has reasonable opportunity 
to obtain instruction in the course of his work from 
suitably qualified librarians and has facilities under 
direction for learning the work of other departments in 
a library system and that the library is one which appears 
to be carrying out in a reasonably efficient manner the 
main functions of a library. 

Anyone still in doubt concerning his own personal 
position should write direct to the Library Association.

BIOS Overall Reports 

An important new series of BIOS (British Intelligence 
Objectives Sub-Committee) Reports has just started 
publication. ‘Fhese reports are critical summaries of 
information previously published in the main BIOS, 
“FIAT and CIOS reports. They are intended to underline 
: the German industrial and scientific advances most 
‘likely to have a decisive influence on research and 
development policy. 

The Reports, which will number 50, are all expected 
to be printed by June this year and have been compiled 
by D.S.L.R. Research Stations, members of Research 
Associations, the Agricultural Research Council, mem- 
bers of Government Departments, the Control Com- 
mission, the staffs of industrial firms and private 
individuals. Each Report will contain from 10,000 to 
50,000 words. A synopsis giving an indication of the 
subjects covered and contributing duthorities has 
already been published in the Board of Trade Journal 
(Vol. 154, No. 2667, 31 January 1948, p. 237-9) and the 
progress of publication will be announced from time 
to time in that journal. 

The first Report published is on the Petroleum and 
Synthetic Oil Industry of Germany and consists of some 
134 pages with diagrams and insets. Advance copies of 
all Reports can be ordered on application to H.M.S.O., 
P.O. Box 569, London, S.E.1., and all other enquiries 
should be addressed directly to Board of Trade, T.I.D.U.

Sound History 


On the 3rd March Aslib sponsored a meeting of some 
forty individuals and representatives of organizations 
interested in the formation of an Institute of Recorded 
Sound in this country. Mr. Frank Howes, music critic 
to The Times and President of the Royal Musical 
Association, took the chair. 


There was remarkable unanimity in agreeing that the 
project was desirable. Personal exasperations with the 
sounds of modern life, with rockets and sirens, dictators, 
jets and jive did not obliterate the sense of duty which 
urged that these were the stuff of history and ought to 
be preserved. Not that the Institute was envisaged for 
such historical matter alone, for the scientific and 
medical uses of recorded sound were also emphasized, 
for studying phonetics and dialects, stammerers, 
inkibited children, animal cries, and many scientific 
phenomena. 


The meeting passed a formal resolution that an 
Institute of Recorded Sound should: be formed forth- 
with, and that those attending should constitute 
themselves the first provisional council of the new 
Institute. A working committee was appointed to 
explore ways and means, and to report back to the 
provisional council in some six. months time. The 
national press gave a warm welcome to the new Institute 
and all he larger collectors of sound records and the 
commercial companies expressed sympathy with its 
aims. 


Besides the preservation of material the new Institute 
could make itself most useful to serious students by 
providing audition rooms, scores and similar documents, ` 
and opportunities for research. It could serve as a 
central point for the organization of international 
exchanges. It might also take on the more active role of 
ensuring that no sounds of potential historical and 
scientific value remain unrecorded, and unpreserved. 
The new Institute could also be the residuary legatee 
c£ private collectors. Many of the most important old 
phonograph and gramophone records exist today only 
as rarities carefully treasured by owners who acquired 
them fifty or more years ago. 


The main interest of Aslib in fostering this new 
Irstitute is to ensure that all this very special sound 
material shall find its way to one or more special 
libraries, where it may be properly cared for and made 
eccessible. Aslib also sees such an Institute as the source 
of a great deal of live information of inestimable value 
tc: students in the years to come. If the indexes of the 
Institute are to be complete and really useful then, 
obviously, an endeavour must be made to locate the rare 
records and the.small collections up and down the land. 
Ifany Aslib member can help in this quest, which will be 
teceiving much wider publicity when the working 
committee gets into its stride, or assist the new Institute 
ir. any way, his efforts will be warmly appreciated. 


Aslib Book-List 


As foreshadowed in the February issue of this bulletin, 

the Ashb Book-List has now become a monthly publica- 

tion starting from the March 1948 issue (Vol. XDI, 

ae 1) and should be circulated henceforward with the 
ulletin. 


This step has been taken mainly as a result of a 
_ questionnaire circulated to members and subscribers a 
few months ago at the instigation of the Editor and the 
Publications Committee of Aslib. Although general 
satisfaction was felt with the order and contents of this 
publication, the main criticism received was that the list 
contained references to books too long after they had 
been published, so that they were often out of print. 
Although, at the present time, it is quite likely that the 
most important books for librarians may still be out of 
print even before the monthly Book-List is received, it is 
felt that there may be a better opportunity for sub- 
scribers to obtain the books listed. It is therefore 
hoped that this step will meet with the approval of 
members and will remove what appears to be the main 
ground for complaint against the old quarterly system 
of publication. 


Wilson half-century 


Congratulations to the H. W. Wilson Company of New 
York on attaining its soth anniversary. Like many 
great and valuable organizations the Company sprang 
mainly from the efforts of one man who as a retail 
bookseller started publication of the Cumulative Book 
Index: in 1898 to remedy the lack of a convenient trade 
catalogue. The first edition was of 500 copies. From 
this beginning developed the great organization which 
today publishes twenty-one major periodical publica- 
tions and numerous other bibliographies and reference- 
works, to most of which those connected with the 
library world, at least, will need no introduction. 


An unusual feature of the organization of the Com- 
pany is the fact that it does all its own printing and 
binding, a rare feat for a publisher. Unusual, too, is the 
Wilson “ service basis ” plan whereby the cost to each 
library is in proportion to the use made of the service. 

May the Wilson “ lighthouse ”? continue to flash its 
ever more powerful and revealing beam on the con- 
tinually augmenting world of books | 


New M.I.T. Centre 


The Massachusetts Institute of Technology is 
establishing a centre for scientific aids to learning to 
study methods of collecting, organizing and communi- 
cating knowledge. In addition to research into aspects 
of printing, documentary reproduction, visual educa- 
tion, sound recording and mechanical selection systems, 
the centre will also train technicians, librarians and 
others in allied fields. 

Based on the existing fine library at the Institute, the 
new centre will include laboratories, darkrooms, a 
small machine shop for experimental work etc., a 
special exhibit of past and current equipment and a 
library largely assembled from periodicals. Research 
is already in progress on methods of mechanical 
selection and possible applications to chemical literature, 
sound recording and related subjects. i 

The centre, which is financed by a grant from the 
‘Carnegie Corporation of New York, is a very enter- 
prising and worthy offshoot of the Institute and mem- 
bers everywhere will doubtless wish it ever increasing 
success in its programme of research. 


Reviews 
NATIONAL CENTRAL LIBRARY. 31st Annual Report of 
the Executive Committee for the year ending 28th 
February, 1947. London, 1947. pp. 28. 
The N.C.L.’s report was not received until almost a 
year after the end of the period to which it relates, but it 
is pleasant to see that it shows a welcome improvement in 
the Library’s. affairs and services. The international 
lending service interrupted by the war has been sub- 
stantially resumed; a gift of over 10,000 books and 
periodicals has been received from the Inter-Allied Book 
Centre to replace war losses; and the number of book 
loans from the Library’s own stock and associated 
libraries has again greatly increased. MEN 
It is encouraging to read that the Treasury is so alive 
to the importance of the Library’s work that it has 
increased its grant for the current year to £14,500. 


LEVÉLTÁRI KÖZLEMÉNYEK. Revue des Archives 
Nationales de Hongrie. 1946, Budapest I, Var, 
Bécsikapu-tér 4. pp. 360. 15 forint. 

The 1946 edition of this review, edited by István 
Sinkovics, has just come to hand. Short summaries of 
the eleven articles on various aspects, historical and 
practical, of archives are given in French at the end of. 
the volume. These include such topics as the fate of 
the Hungarian national archives during the 1944 siege 
of Budapest, problems arising in the publication of 
medieval archives (dating before 1526), and methods 
of reproducing wax seals for research purposes. 


MODERN PAPERMAKING. R. H. Clapperton and W. 
Henderson. 3rd edition, 1947. Oxford: Basil 
Blackwell. pp. xii, 380, xx. 305. 

After dealing with the various kinds of fibrous raw 


-materials from which paper is made, the-authors -take - 


the reader progressively through the different paper- 
making stages describing at the same time the types of 
machines and apparatus employed. 

Papermaking on the Fourdrinier machine and the 
M.G. or Cylinder machine is dealt with at considerable 
length. The better class papers receive attention 
together with descriptions of the processes they pass 
through to give them their respective finishes and . 
characteristics. Newsprint, the manufacture of which 
tends to become increasingly specialized, is also dealt 
with exhaustively. 

The book, which is now in its third edition, is 
copiously illustrated and concludes with chapters on 
calendering, winding, conditioning, testing, etc. The 
important question of water supply in the paper 
industry also receives consideration. This third edition 
catries an index, a feature that was unfortunately 
lacking in the previous one published in 1941. 

The book is well presented, well written and may be- 
looked upon as a standard work. From it, the appren- 
tice, student and experienced papermaker alike can 
derive much useful and authoritative information on 
the fascinating industry with which it deals.

Special Libraries VI : French Scientific Library 


- A small French scientific library is being built up at 


the Institut Frangais du Royaume-Uni. Books and 
periodicals can, be borrowed by post. In addition 
microfilms of articles appearing in periodicals not 
available in the library can be obtained from France. 
These can either be consulted in the library, where a 
microfilm reader has been installed, or borrowed by 
post. All the library services are ptovided free. As 
many requests have’ been received for photocopies in 
preference to microfilms, a scheme has been worked 
out whereby microfilm enlargements can be obtained 
from France against payment in sterling. Charges for 
this service vary according to the size of the enlargement 
but work out on an average to about 15. 4d. per page of 
18cm. by 24cm., plus postage. 

A catalogue ‘of the books and periodicals available 
can be obtained from the Librarian, Scientific Library, 
Institut Francais du Royaume-Uni, Queensberry Place, 
South Kensington, London, S.W.7.

N DESIGNERS IN BATAIN: Peter Ray, Editor. Published 


by Allan Wingate (Publishers) Ltd., for the Society of 
Industrial Artists. 1947. pp. 292. 455. 
A reference book is not always noted fòr its attractive 


‘appearance; neither is it always interesting to relax 


with for a few hours. But Designers in Britain, a kind 
of catalogue-cum-reference’ book of contemporary 


- design, manages to combine charm with comprehen- 


siveness and should well serve to bring hometo those 
who ate rather distrustful of art as such the important 
part which good commercial artists and designers can 
play in improving comfort and efficiency in the home, 
the factory and the office. 

The book consists of examples of recent work by 
some hundreds of-commercial and industrial designers, 
tanging from book designs, trade marks and posters to 
industrial equipment and ceramics.

British National Committee on Documentation | 
It is encouraging to be able to announce, at long last, 
the foundation of a British National Committee on 
Documentation which will be representative of the most 
important library and information organizations in 
Great Britain. At the inaugural meeting held on 
February 28th, 1948, an Executive Committee was 
appointed, and this has already met in preparation for a 
fuller meeting of the National Committee in April. The 
secretariat, for the moment, is being provided by Aslib. . 

It is already clear that, although details have still to be 
worked out, there will be much for this new body to do 
such as defining the exact scope of its activities, the 
conditions of membership, and so forth. One of its 
functions will be to act as the British National Committee 
of the International Federation of Documentation. 
Another will entail close liaison with the British 
Standards Institution on the standardization of certain 
techniques of documentation. It is hoped also that its 
existence will, in the future, obviate some of the 
overlapping of activities so very apparent this year, 
when the Roval Society, Unesco, and the International 
Federation for Documentation are all organizing 
meetings on similar subjects. 


Northern Branch Meeting ` 


A meeting cf Aslib’s Northern Beich was held at 
Warrington on February 12th, presided over by 
Mr. R. Brightman, Chairman of the Branch. Mr. E. J. 
Aslin,` of Photostat Ltd., gave a paper on Photostat 
Recording in Library Work in which he described 
the various problems which had to be overcome in 
using photographic methods for fascimile reproductions 
of important documentary matter and the development 


- of the Photostat machine.Of special interest to librarians. . 


was his description of the “ Bookholder” which can 
hold books up to 18ins. by 24ins. by gins. deep approx. 
Two sections can be opened out to prevent damage to 
the spine of the book. A copyboard can be used for 
originals- up to’ 36ins. by 48ins. 

Mr. Aslin’s paper, which can bė borrowed from 
Aslib, was: followed by a discussion, during which 
a communication from Dr. Urquhart was read which 
described the photostat service available at the Science 
Museum Library. The meeting concluded with a warm 
vote of thanks to Mr. Aslin and to the Warrington 
Public Library Committee.

The catering 
arrangements at Ashorne Hill will allow about 100 extra ‘visizors to be fed each day in addition to the residents. 

The programme for the Conference is not yet finally settled, but it is expected to start on the Friday evening 
with the first statutory general meeting of the naw Aslib. Saz.rday morning will be devoted to “The Training of 
the Information Officer ,” and Saturday afterncon to the art and technique of book reviewing and the value of 
reviews-in information work. The speakers on Sunday will include Sir Cuthbert Whitaker on the history and the 
compilation of Whitaker’s Almanac, and Mr. E. J. Carter on the library activities of Unesco. Opportunities will 
also be provided for public discussion of points emerging during the Conference. 

On the social side, a limited number of tickets will be available for an excursion to the Shakespeare Memorial 
Theatre on the Saturday evening, and a social evening with informal dancing will be arranged. There are four 
tennis courts, gardens, and 150 acres of park and woodland within the precincts of Ashorne Hill itself. 


Further details will be given, as they become available, in future issues of this bulletin, and the application forms ~ - 


will be circulated as soon as possible. The maximum fee for tle whole conference, including sleeping accommoda- 
tion and meals from the Friday tea to Monday bzezkfast, will ke not more than five guineas each.

It was the first organisation 
te sign large-scale contracts with German publishers to 
eneble them to re-establish trade connections. 


‘The books and journals are at present being sorted by 
HMSO and delivery to libraries, in accordance with the 
desiderata lists originally submitted to EPCOM, will 
begin as soon as possible: As the necessary preliminary - 
checking will take some time, librarians are asked to 
restrict their enquiries during this period toa minimum. 
Tte prices to libraries are to be calculated on an ex- 
change rate equivalent to 1 Mark—1s. 6d. To ease the 
werk of distribution it is essential that librarians return 
immediately to HMSO any publications which they 
ordered originally but now no longer require.

The Leeds Conference 


A successful two-day conference was arranged by the ` 


Northern Branch of Aslib at Leeds on April 2nd and 
_ 3rd. Some 6o to 70 members and visitors were present. 
The opening session on the Friday afternoon was 
under the chairmanship of Mr. G. Brearley, Managing 
Director of Brotherton & Co., Ltd. It was held at the 
Central Library where an exhibition of books useful to 
special librarians had been arranged by Mr. F. G. B. 
Hutchings, the City Librarian. 
The first paper was given by Dr. E. Simister, Director 
of Research, Kirkstall Forge, Ltd., on “ Research and 
information services for the metallurgical engineer ”. 
He spoke from the research workers’ point of view and 
indicated useful sources of information. This was 
followed by a talk by Mr. Hutchings on “ Training and 
practice in special librarianship”, in which he em- 
phasized the necessity for a thorough grounding in the 
basic techniques of cataloguing, classification and the 
routine of librarianship if information services were to 
be developed in the most efficient manner. His talk 
was humorous and purposely provocative and pro- 
duced a lively discussion on the relative value of a 
alee or a library qualification as a preliminary for 
nformation work. The argument was only terminated 
by the arrival of an excellent tea. 
Later in the evening the delegates were received by 
the Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress of Leeds at the very 


fine Civic Hall and were entertained with coffee and, 


excellent refreshments. 

On Saturday morning the delegates gathered in the 
Council Chamber of the Civic Centre. In the half-hour 
or so which preceded the main part of the morning’s 
_ proceedings, Mr. A. H. Raine, of Brotherton & Co., 
Ltd., spoke and was followed by the Director of 
Aslib who gave an outline of recent developments of 
the association’s work, its amalgamation with the 
British Society for International Bibliography and its 
connexion with international organizations. The 
Chair was then taken by the Lord Mayor of Leeds for 
the Rt. Hon. Hugh Gaitskell, C.B.E., M.P., Minister 
of Fuel and Power, who spoke of the value of research 
and information services. He referred to the work that 
Aslib was already doing in co-ordination and in the 
production of guides to information and said that he 
hoped that there would be full co-operation between 
Aslib and the centralized research projects which, 
under nationalization, would now be developed in 
connexion with fuel and power. The vote of thanks 
was proposed by the Director of Aslib and seconded 
by Mr. R. Brightman, Chairman of the Northern 
Branch Committee. 


After lunch at the Griffin Hotel the delegates split up 
into two parties. One, under the leadership of Mr. 
Hutchings, went to visit Temple Newsam and its fine 
collection of art and antiques; the other went with 
Mr. A. H. Raine to the Wool Industries’ Research 
Association at Headingley and then on to the Central 
Research Department of Messrs. Brotherton & Co., 
where a welcome tea was provided. At Headingley the 
visitors were fascinated (and tantalized) by a display of 
the newest developments in wool textiles, mostly for 
export, and at Brotherton’s they looked with envy on 
the shelf space available to the newly developed library 
section. In short, the two days offered just that type of 
contact with fellow librarians which is most appreciated 
by Aslib members and the hard work put in by the organ- 
izers was fully realized and gratefully acknowledged. 


T.LD.U. 


The German Division of the Board of Trade maintains 
an organization called Technical Information and 
Documents Unit at 40 Cadogan Square, London, W.1. 
(Kensington 5132, extension 165) for the purpose of 


disseminating the results of technical investigations ' 


undertaken in Germany and also giving technical advice 
on wartime industrial processes in that country. The 
published CIOS, BIOS and FIAT Reports are already 
well known through their sale by H.M. Stationery 
Office and the free distribution to libraries and scientific 
institutions throughout the country. It is not, however, 
so widely appreciated that in addition to, and in support 
of, these reports, T.I.D.U. maintains a large library of 
original German documents, treatises and research 
teports. These documents (as distinct from reports) are 
available for consultation at T.I.D.U. and, moreover, 


facilities are provided for having copies made in: 


microfilm, microfilm print or photostat form at the cost 
of reproduction. Notification of the accession of 
individual documents to the library is made by the issue 
of F.D. summaries written in English on yellow 
foolscap paper. These summaries are sent to Trade and 
Research Associations and to a limited number of firms 
whose interests fall outside the coverage of any Trade 
Association. Aslib is willing to pass on requests for 
provision of these summaries which are charged for at 
the rate of 1d. per sheet. . 


Another aspect of the work of T.I.D.U. which is 
sometimes overlooked arises from the very close 
co-operation of the unit with its American counterpart, 
the Office of Technical Services, Department of Com- 
merce, Washington. As a result of this co-operation 
T.I.D.U. has most of the material concerning enemy 


countries announced in the American Bibliography.of. - -- .

Se “Obstacles to Documentation 


We have reported before, that, as a result of a demand ` 


from the 1947 Aslib Conference, an expert committee 


has been meeting frequently to discuss the effect of | 


format on the efficiency of periodicals. .This committee 
will eventually offer its considered recommendations in 
a memorandum or pamphlet, but for the time being it 
may be of interest to indicate the lines on which they are 
working. 


The intention is to recommend rather than to stipu- 
late. The aim is to help the editors of learned and 
house journals rather than to instruct the trade and 
technical press. It might be objected that nearly every 
detail on which the committee has so far made up its 
mind is just plain ordinary common sense, but never- 
theless we feel that such a distillation of wisdom is only 
achieved by some after much trial, error, and tribulation. 
This particularly applies to editors and publishers who 
ate producing new periodicals, or who are making 
changes in established ones. 


The committee has taken into account, amongst 
other documents, the draft ISO '46 standard Présen- 
tation des ptriodiques, and thas~ supplied material for 
discussion under Section I of the Royal Society Scien- 
tific Information Conference. The committee has, in 
fact, been asked officially by the British Standards 
Institution to comment; on this ISO standard for the 
next International Standardization Committee meeting 
on the subject, at The Hague in June in connection with 
the restricted conferencd of the International Federation 
for: Documentation. i 


The matters which the committee has considered 
include titles, sub-titles, change of titles, references to 
titles, and the vexed controversy on whether a title 
should be printed from top to bottom, or otherwise, on 
the spine. They have worried over contents pages and 
indexes, the numbering of volumes and parts, and the 
prickly problems of pagination. T'ype-areas and page 
and: paper sizes have been examined in detail, and 
considered from a number of points of view, including 
that of the advertising societies. They have recommended 
three type areas, in which the dimensions are propor- 


_ tional, in order to reduce the cost and inconvenience of 


supplying different blocks for advertisements in 
. different sized journals. 


This by no means exhausts the list of subjects which 
will be covered by the recommendations. When they 


ate published in final form it is hoped to expand the - 


bare advice by the addition of explanations and factual 
data. Together with a bibliography all this will, we 
hope, produce a publication of great use to many 
members. ‘The final result, we hope above all, will be 
such a rise in the standard of production that there will 
be far fewer headaches for librarians and information 
officers dealing with periodicals. ` í

It is surprising, in view of the present national drive for 
efficiency in production, to find that three years after 
the war many members are still being hampered by the 
persistence of a war-time expedient in one of the most 
important Government libraries. ` l 


During the war the Science Museum Library evacu- 
ated and made inaccessible a large number of books and 
periodicals, For all practical purposes they remain 
inaccessible. It is true that the evacuees were selected 
on the basis of less frequent demand but obviously, 
when it comes, the occasional demand may be of 
particular importance. In fact, a steady proportion of 
the requests for the location of reference material ` 
received by Aslib comes from members whose appli- 
cations to the Science Museum Library have been 
returned marked ‘ publication evaciated’, For many of 
these items it is very difficult to find another location. 


The Science Museum Libraty is short of accom- 
modation, and competes with the Science Museum for 
available space. Nevertheless we hope the return of 
this evacuated stock may be given high priority by the 
Ministry of Education, under which both organizations 
exist. The Science Museum Library is to be congratu- 
lated on its new document reproduction service. It is 
efficient. It is a pity, however, that there should be such 
gaps on the shelves of the library on which it is based. 
The Science Museum Library is too important to have 
such gaps, patticularly as it is one of the chief lending 
libraries of scientific and technical material to the 
smaller organization which cannot build up a large- `’ 
library of its own. i 


On the other side of the picture we have the rather 
curious position that some members are asking for a 
return to war-time conditions. In 1943 the alphabetical 
arrangement of the weekly acceptance list published in 
the Official Journal (Patents) was adopted as a temporary 
war-time measute, primarily because of the suspension 
for security reasons of the list of names of applicants. 
The Patent Office has now reverted to the earlier 
arrangement by Provisional Number. One of our 
membets points out that now the “ only way of checking 
up whether a certain company or inventor has obtained 
a patent is to wade laboriously through the whole list. 
Once a’ patent is accepted the provisional number 
to have any significance... Patents are 
nozmally traced either by the authors name or by 
number and the Journal should be so arranged that a 
knowledge of either. would enable a librarian to find 
our the subject ‘matter of the patents...” The 
Patent Office retorts that “ The -experience of this 
Office-shows that' this (the present numerical arrange- 
ment) is more generally- convenient for users...” 
We would be very interested to have the opinions of

American Translations Index 


From the Special Libraries Association, New York, 


comes news of an interesting American development 
in the indexing of translations. 


~ A master card file records known translations into 


English from foreign language articles or reports in 
the fields of Engineering, Materials, Aeronautics, 
Chemistry, Metallurgy, Communications, Petroleum 
and Technology. Among those who have contributed 
data on translations. in their files are many private 
industrial firms and such well-known agencies as the 
American Documentation Institute, David Taylor 
Model Basin, Office of Technical Services, Ministry of 
Supply (R.T.P.), The Iron and Steel Institute, and many 
others. i : 

American organizations or institutions engaged in 
research in these fields may co-operate by, sending a 
record of their translations to the index, or by inqui-ing 
for information on the’ availability anywhere in the 
country of a translation of a needed article. The index 
service does not supply the translations, but acts 2s a 
clearing house to supply to the inquirer the name of 
the organization or agency which already has a trans- 
lation. The inquirer then makes arrangements directly 
with the holder of the translation for the loan or pur- 
chase of a copy: , 

To provide for organizations not wishing to reveal 
their interests through disclosing translations in their 
files, however, the service will act as exchange inter- 
mediary for the loan, keeping the names of the firms 
anonymous. `

RESEARCH IN SwEDEN. A preliminary manual.

This work, which the editors emphasize is only a 
trial edition, lists academies, research councils, univer- 
sities, industrial laboratories, and all types of institutes 
engaged in scientific and technical research in Sweden. 
The contents are classified according to the type of 


`- organization, i.e., State Research Institutes, etc., and 


details are given of the objects and work undertaken by 
each organization, together with the names of the 
principal members- of their staffs. All the entries are 
given in English and tentative translations have been 
given of the names of the different institutions. What is 
badly needed, however, is a subject index and an index 
to personalia. Nevertheless, this work should prove to 
be of great assistance to those interested in the scientific 
and technical resources of Sweden.

(Public Affairs Press, Washington, D.C. 


$2.00, pp. 74), the author, Julian Huxley, - 


describes undet appropriate chapter head- 
ings, such as Education, Natural Science, 
the Creative Arts, etc., the purpose and 
philosophy of the Organization. In his 
concluding chapter, the author states that 
“ The task before Unesco . . . in spite of 
all ... . multiplicity of detail, is single. 
That task is to help the emergence of a 
single world culture, with its own 
philosophy and background of ideas, 
and with its own broad purpose ”. 


The first sost-war edition of the 
S.LM.A. Hanedook (Scientific Instrument 
Manufacturets’ Association of Great 
Britain Limited, London, 1947), contains 
much useful information although, as is 
explained in the introduction, “ Short of 
compiling a, kuge catalogue... it is 
impossible to do adequate justice to the 
wealth of scientific instruments and 
laboratory equipment now manufactured 
in Great Britain”.

The latest information received in the-Aslib office on 
the supply of books and periodicals from Germany, 
on the arrangement of exchanges, on the location of 
material already received in this country, 2nd on 
German learned and scientific societies is as follows : 


1. Epcom. The Enemy War-time Publications (Re- 
quirements) Committee met for the last time on 
June 1rth. The Foreign Group of the Associated 
Booksellers assured the Committee that they were 
able once again to undertake the provision of German 
books and periodicals in this country. Accordingly 
H.M. : Stationery Office has informed its customers 
that it can no longer accept new orders from non- 
governmental institutions, including the trade. It will 
endeavour to complete standing orders of such issues 
as may be obtainable dated up to 31st August, 1948. 
Members should therefore take steps immediately 
to place orders with their normal suppliers for works 
of continuation and periodicals appearing from Sep- 
tember rst onwards. H.M. Stationery Office will 
continue to distribute books and periodicals already 
ordered, as soon as possible after their arrival in this 
country, but it expects to complete this work by 31st 
October, 1948. 
2. UNION CATALOGUE. Owing to the scarcity of the 
German books and periodicals published since the 
beginning of the war the Foreign Office has requested 
the National Central Library to compile a Union 
Catalogue of such of these publications as have reached 
the United Kingdom. A circular has been issued asking 
libraries and other institutions to co-operate by amend- 
ing a check-list indicating their holdings. Anyone 
who. is willing to assist but has not seen the circular 
should write to the National Central Library (German 
Union Catalogue), Malet Place, London, W.C.1. 


3. Excuance. Efforts are still being made by the 
Foreign Office to make possible the exchange in bulk 
of periodicals issued during the war by British learned 
societies, universities and other institutions with those 
published by similar bodies in Germany. These efforts 
are mote likely to be effective if information concerning 
the numbers of publications involved can be supplied. 
Interested librarians are accordingly asked to notify 
the Director of Aslib, if they have not already done so, 
(a) of the total number of volumes or parts o= period- 
icals issued during the war and held by them for 
exchange with German institutions, and (4) of the 
numbers which they should receive in return, indicating 
clearly whether it is known that these German pub- 
lications are available for exchange purposes. The 
returns should be headed: “ German exchange”. 

It should be plainly understood that the information 
asked for relates only to the war-time accumulation of 
periodicals for exchange. Future exchanges must be 
artanged by institutions in the two countries privately. 


4. LEARNED AND SCIENTIFIC Societies. A card index 
of German learned and scientific societies has been 
prepared by the Foreign Office (German Section) and, 
in view of the dissolution of Ercom, this will shortly be 
handed over to Aslib. We intend to maintain this 
index and, if possible, publish it when we feel that it 
is reasonably complete. 


The Import of Periodicals 

As a result of representations from Aslib and other 
bodies the Board of Trade has issued a further amend- 
ment to the Open General Licence, namely Notice to 
Importers No. 293 of the 12th July, 1948. 

The effect of this Notice should be to free booksellers 
from their disabilities under Notice No. 281 and to 
make it possible for them once mote to accept orders 
for foreign ‘ periodicals, magazines and the like, of a 
learned, scientific, technical or religious nature, or 
printed exclusively in a foreign language’ to be delivered 
in single copies direct through the post. , 

Members wishing to order their own pericdicals in 
these categories directly from the publishers abroad 
must apply for an authorization by the Board of Trade 
which it will be necessary to produce to a bank when 
applying to remit funds. This authorization will be 
granted to any person giving a satisfactory undertaking 
in terms, set out at length in the Notice, concerning the 
categories of periodicals to be imported, and the 
fcrnishing of periodical returns to the Board of Trade.

national Bibliography with Aslib has made it 
for the Aslib Council to consider the future of zhe two 
publications, the Proceedings of the B.S.I.B. which 
recorded the papers and ensuing discussions at the 
B.S.I.B. meetings, and the Report of the Proceedings of the 
Aslib Annual Conferences. 


It has been decided to merge these two publications 
into one new periodical, Ashb Proceedings, which will 
appear three or four times a year. In size and format 
the new Proceedings will be similar to the Journal of 
Documentation and will contain papers, or summaries 
of papers, given at the conferences and meetings 
organized by Aslib, the Year’s Work of Aslib, balance 
sheets, etc. It will also include accounts of the activities, 
of interest to members of Aslib, of the International 
Federation for Documentation, Unesco’s library section, 
the Institute of Recorded Sound, the British National 
Committee on Documentation, etc. The Froceedings 
` will therefore provide a permanent record of Aslib’s 
activities and will also keep Aslib members in touch 
with latest developments in kindred organizations. 


The inauguration of Aslib Proceedings means that 
Aslib will be publishing four periodicals for the benefit 
of its members, three of which are now provided free. 
With the very great increase in the cost of all ovezheads, 
particularly printing and envelopes, the Council 
regrets that it is not financially possible to distribute 
the new periodical free to all members but it has been 
decided that members shall have the ‘choice of free 
copies of either the Journal of Documentaticn or the 
Aslib Proceedings. ‘The fourth periodical can, of course, 
be purchased at members’ specially reduced sub- 
scription rates, e.g. 205. p.a. for either. An exception 
will be made for those members who are paying ten 
guineas or more p.a. in membership subscriptions ; 
these will receive all four periodicals free of charge. 


For the sake of records in the mailing department, 
members are asked to signify on the enclosed form 
which of the two periodicals they would prefer to 
receive free of charge and whether they wish to pay 
the additional subscription for the fourth. If no 
answer is received, it will be assumed that the present 
arrangement stands, e.g. that the Journal will be sent 
free and the Proceedings will not be sent. An early 
answer is requested in order that Aslib may assess 
the probable demands for the two periodicals. 


In order to conform with recommended practice, 
Aslib proposes that in 1949 the issues of its >eriodicals 
shall be in line with the calendar, ie. that the first 
number in the 1949 volumes will be in January. This 
means that there will be some irregularities in the

number of issues per volume for 1948 but they will 
tbe clearly indicated. Thus there will probably be 
only two issues for the 1948 volume of the Proceedings 
but these will cover the September conference and 
the earlier 1948 Aslib and B.S.I.B. meetings. The 
first issue should appear in October.

‘Report of the 1947 Aslib Conference 


It appears that some members have been under the 
mistaken impression that the fee for the 1947 Aslib 
Conference covered the printed report and have 
therefore been expecting to receive a copy on publica- 
tion. Unfortunately the high cost of printing made 
this impossible and order forms for the Report of 
Proceedings of the Twenty-second Conference, 1947 were

Science Museum Library A 

Ta the article “Obstacles to Documentation”, which 
appeared in Aslib Information No. 91, June 1948, 
attention was drawn to the widespread inconvenience 
caused to the scientific world by the continued evacua- 
tion of so many of the Science Museum Library books. 
Referring to this the Keeper of the Science Museum 
Library writes: “It may be pointed out in passing 
that a wrong impression may perhaps be conveyed by 
the phtases: ‘the Science Museum Library... 
competes with the Science Museum for available 
space .. . Ministry of Education, under which both 
organizations exist’. For there are not two organiza- 
tions but one, under a single head, the Director of 
the Science Museum, one of whose seven Keeperships 
is the Science Library. 


“ The Director has had a difficult task of allocation, 
having lost a quarter of his space, never ample, by the 
decision of the Ministry of Works not to rehabilitate 
the old rear galleries of the Museum, condemned, as 
long ago as 1920. Anyone who has seen these galleries 
will agree that they would be no place for a book-stack, 
even if they were not already in use for storage of 
Museum objects, and that the decision not to rehabilitate 
them was amply justified. 


---“€It -isv hoped that-a proportion of the evacuated 
books may be reshelved in the Stockwell underground 
shelter, and that it will be possible to obtain staff to 
keep up a daily messenger service. This will be a 
decisive advantage to borrowers though, it is feared, a 
lesser one to readers. Whether the whole of the evacu- 
ated stock can be accommodated is at present doubtful.” 


Scottish Conference

Aden, Afghanistan, Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, Cyprus, 
Egypt, Iran, Iraq, Palestine (under Mandate), Saudi 
Arabia, Syria and the Lebanon, Transjordan, and 
Turkey. It has not been possible to include in this 
edition any reference to the smaller Moslem countries. 
Each country is dealt with under the uniform headings 
of Geography, Peoples and Religion, History, Govern- 
ment, Communications, Economic Life (including 
statistics), Education, Learned and Scientific Societies 
and Press, and is finished off with a Bibliography. A 
synopsis of subjects is given before each country for 
the guidance of those in search of specific information.

-would have been much more useful; in fact, most of 


the information contained in this new publication can 
be found in that long-established work of reference. 
The Midale East contains a number of illustrations which 
are rather superfluous in a work of this nature, together

useless. A useful “‘ Who’s Who in the Middle East” 
concludes the volume. :

Ir was with a profound shock that we‘heard_of<the 
sudden death on August 15th of Professor Alan 
Faraday Campbell Pollard, who was so very well snowr 
to members of the British Society for Interrationa: 
Bibliography and Aslib. 


Born in 1877, Professor Pollard was educ-ted az 
Cheltenham; University College, London; &. Bar- 
tholomew’s Hospital; and King’s College, London. 
His early practical work on the technical staff of Sie- 
men’s and as chief physicist of Nobel’s led tc his 
appointment at the close of the 1914-18 war as nead of 
the Instrument Section of the Technical Department, 
Aircraft Production. A year later, in 1919, he began hs 
long association with the Imperial College, wher he was 
appointed to the chair of Optical Engineering and 
Instrument Design. 


While still a student at Bart.’s Professor Pollard 
recognized the value of keeping references to scurces of 
new information and started to construct a decimal 
classification of his own. He dropped this in favour of 
Dewey, and Dewey in turn for what was then known as 
the ‘ Brussels system’ in 1908. This system, later rz- 
named the Universal Decimal Classification, k= char- 
pioned, and its wide acceptance in this coun-ry is n 
large measure due to his enthusiastic support. 


In 1927 the British Society for International Biblio- 


graphy was founded with Professor Pollard a. its first 


president, an office which he held for sevente=n yeas. 
In 1928 he was proposed and elected to the P-esiden=y 
of the International Federation for Documentetion aad 
presided until 1931, being present at the Uologne, 
London and Hague Conferences during that period. It 
was at this period, too, that he came into clos= contact 
with Dr. S. C. Bradford, who had been appointed 
Keeper of the Science Museum Library in 925, and 
encouraged him in the great task of introducing the 
U.D.C. for the classification of the library’s important 
collection of scientific and technical documents. 


Since his retirement from the ProfessorsKip at zhe 
Imperial College in 1943 with the title Emeritus 
Professor, Professor Pollard, though still very actively 
engaged on scientific work, had spent much time znd 
thought on a scheme for national biblicgraph-cal 
bureaux working through a world-wide network of 
clearing-house operations. In June this yeer he was 
representing the British National Committee on Dccu- 
mentation at the Royal Society’s Conference on Sc:en- 
tific Information.

Rao Sahib Dr. R. S. Ranganathan, M.A., D.Litt., L.T., 
F.L.A., President of the Indian Library Association, 
has been visiting Europe and the U.S.A. this summer 
and has crowded much travel and more discussion into 
little time.

It must therefore be counted 
as something of an achievement that Aslib has been able 
to catch him during his flying progress and has per- 
suaded him to give a talk on the subject of ‘ A self- 
perpetuating classification. The need and possibility ’, 
to 2 joint meeting of the Society for Visiting Scientists 
and Aslib. "The meeting will be held at 5 Old Burling- 
ton Street on Wednesday, September the 29th, at 7.30 
p-m. Since even the indefatigable Dr. Ranganathan 
could not fit attendance at the Royal Society’s Scientific 
Information Conference into his crowded programme,

Dr. Ranganathan is widely known for his writings on

received the Honorary Degree of Doctor of Letters ° 


from Lord Mountbatten, Chancellor of Delhi Univer- 
sity, he was rightly described as ‘ the father of library 
science in India’. He began his career as a teacher, but 
in 1924 he became librarian of Madras University and 
was sent by his university to London to work at the 
School of Librarianship, where for a time he was a 
pupil of Mr. W. C. Berwick Sayers. He was elected to 
Fellowship of the Library Association in 1930. He was 
tke founder of the Madras Library Association, and its 
fizst secretary. For about two years he was librarian of 
the Benares Hindu University ; he is now professor and 
head of the Department of Library Science of Delhi 
University and is actively engaged in the elaboration of 
plans for the proposed Indian National Central Library. 


For Dr. Ranganathan librarianship is a term of the 
widest meaning.

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SECOND THOUGHTS 


At the Annual Conference this year sixty-eight delegates voted for, and 
sixty-five voted against, a resolution declaring that there is a need for a 
post-graduate qualification in information work. The following editorial 
does not necessarily represent the views of either the Aslib Council or the 
Education Committee. The vote at the conference, however, represented

as possible will let us know their views in time for the Council Meeting on 
the 17th November, when the whole position concerning training will be

Some of the advantages of having a fully residential 
conference in ideal surroundings in the midst of 
Shakespeare’s England may have been thrown away 
this year by having the most controversial and pro- 
vocative subject discussed at the opening session on the 
Saturday morning. The weather, the speakers, the 
food, the company and the magic and dancing all 
blended to create an atmosphere most favourable to 
‘contacts’; probably the most valuable element at 
any professional conference. Contacts.at a conference 
encourage a dialectic process, merging different points 
of view into new thought and truer appreciations of 
common problems. But we held the session on the 
training of the information officer right at the beginning 
of the week-end, and we took a vote before discussion 
was either adequate or fruitful. 


To say this is neither special pleading, nor an attempt 
to wriggle out of the result of the vote. In fact, it is 
highly possible that had the session been held much 
later on in the programme the vote would have been 
substantially the same. But the significance of the 
voting would, in all probability have appeared very 
different. On the Saturday morning the closeness of 
the vote seemed to be considered as an embargo on any 
further discussion on the other questions on training 
in paper S.1.48. Nobody pointed out that Aslib is the 
Association of both special librarians and information 
officers; very few seemed to realize that the two 
elements were present in almost equal proportions, and 
probably voted accordingly; and nobody explained 
that the revisions in favour of special librarians in the 
new proposed Library Association syllabus were the 
result in large measure of the recommendations made 
earlier this year to the Council of the EA. by the 
Education Committee and Council of Aslib. How many 
of those present at Ashorne Hill fully realized that the 


subject under discussion was the training of the infor- - 


mation officer, and of the information officer only ; 
and that there was no intention of confusing the 
fanctions and training of the special librarian with those 
of the information officer? : 


The Aslib Education Committee, and the Director, 
who was their representative on the Library Association 


Committee which drafted the revised 
L.A. syllabus, have reason to feel 
highly gratified with the first 
reactions of the special’ librarians 
to the revisions when they were 
shown them. Most of the Aslib 
recommendations appear to have 
been incorporated, and we hope 
that special librarians will find that 


‘they have little or no reason to grumble if and when the 


new syllabus is officially introduced by the L.A. Council. 
But is the information officer still-to remain nobody’s ` 
baby ? Over half the meeting at the conference felt that 
there was a need for a post-graduate qualification in 
information work. This is, on mature consideration, a 
surprisingly large proportion. If the conference can be 
considered a fair sample of the whole of the Aslib 
membership, as it appeared to be, then the Aslib Council 
must give most serious thought to this expressed: . 
opinion of such a large part of the membership of the 
Association. Moreover, this vote was on the question 
of post-graduate qualifications for information officers. 
Had the meeting not been so struck of a heap by the 
vote on the first question, the second question, on 
non-graduate qualification, would have been put to the 
meeting. We have reason to think that many excellent 
information officers who, like Topsy; have ‘just growed’ 
would not see the necessity for post-graduate quali- 
fications, while admitting the desirability of training and 
certification on a -non-graduate level for younger 
recruits to information work. We are inclined to think’ 
that the vote on this second question might have been 
at least equally in support of some such provision for 
younger information officers. a 
Finally, it must again be stressed that this editorial 
is an independent expression of opinion, uninspired by 
either the Council or the Education Committee. They 
must give very serious thought to the whole question of 
the training of information officers. They may consider 
that the answer lies in more comprehensive training 
courses, with or without examinations or diplomas ; 
they may prefer to take a ballot over the whole member- 


Ship ; or they may consider the vote at the conference 


strong enough to justify the introduction of a syllabus 


~and examinations as soon as possible, or weak enough to 


cause the shelving of the whole-issue. Obviously we 
do not-know, nor do we seek'to influence, their final 
decision. But we do think that discussion was inade- 
quate at the conference, and our main-object in printing 
this argument at such length is to provoke as wide and ` 
as thoughtful a response from our members ds possible, 
espécially from the information officers: Please let us 
know not only your personal opinions but your needs. 


Self-Perpetuating Classification 


The meeting announced in last month’s Baletin duly 
took place under the auspices of the Society for Visiting 
Scientists on the 29th September, when Dr. R. S. 
Ranganathan addressed a full house. The Chair was 
taken by Sir Herbert Howard of the Commonwealth 
Bureaux. 


Dr. Ranganathan explained the principles of the 
Colon classification most lucidly, and fascinated his. 
_ audience by his grasp of the fundamental purposes of 

classification, and of all library science. It is impossible 

here to attempt any detailed account of his argument, 
but a few of his salient points may be of interest. Those 
members interested in learning more of the Colon 

, System are reminded that Mr. A. J. Wells will be speak- 
ing on the subject at the Aslib Meeting on the 17th 
November, at 5 p.m. at the Institution of Electrical 
Engineers. 


Dr. Ranganathan emphasized that Colon was not a 
_ proprietary classification, but merely the best system he 
and his colleagues in India had so far been able to 
devise which would satisfy certain fundamental require- 
ments. One of the most important of these was that a 


classification should be self-perpetuating. By this he. 
meant that widely scattered workers called upon to ` 


classify new ideas independently should have at their 
disposal a.classification which would allow them to 
arrive at the same result, without ‘correspondence and 
without reference to any central authority. The classi- 
fication should contain within itself the capacity for 
development along lines upon which all classifiers 
would be in agreement. In India the Colon classification 
had proved so self-consistent that, over a period of 
_ twenty years, three independent classifiers had given the 
same number to new subjects in-99 per cent of the cases. 
The remaining 10 per cent could be dealt with by 
correspondence or by conferences, which was a far 
easier task than the checking of all numbers, required 
by some other classifications. 


That self-perpetuation had already been achieved to 
within ro per cent of complete success did not lessen the 


need for research into classification and library methods 
in Dr. .Ranganathan’s opinion. He made a strong 
appeal to the Royal Society to set up fellowships for 
library research workers, so that their time might be 
freed from administrative duties. Librarianship had 
now itself become a science and must have its own 
opportunities for research.

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Translations 


AmoNG the recommendations of the recent Confer- 
ence on Scientific Information Services held at the 
Royal Society was one“ that Aslib should be invited to 
give increased publicity to its register of specialist 
translators with a view to registration of all available 
competent translators, and ensuring that all those who 
require translations are aware of this service. The 
register should be extended to cover interpreters, 
especially those, qualified to interpret scientific matters 
by the simultaneous method.” 


In the face of such gratifying encouragement Aslib 
officers hesitate to excuse the lack of any considerable 
_immediate publicity on the score of finance, but the 
income derived from translators’ fees is completely 
absorbed by postage and stationery expenditure, and no 
margin is left for advertising. A start can be made, 
however, by a reminder in this bulletin of the scope of 
the service. f 


` 


About one hundred translators are registered: who 
not only possess expert linguistic qualifications, but 
are also acquainted with one or more branches of 
specialized knowledge. An intimate knowledgé of the 
language only is not sufficient qualification for inclusion 
in the register, except in special circumstances where an 
applicant is fully qualified in a rare language such as 
Chinese or Malay. Translators’ qualifications are 
scrutinized by specialists. 


Implementation of the Conference’s recommendation 
would be greatly. assisted if Aslib members would 
spread knowledge of the register. On the contacts 
built up through introductions, Aslib should be able to 
work for the ideal which first inspired the creation of 
the register—the encouragement of a high level in the 
quality of technical translations. Ultimately, it might be 
possible to foster the formation of groups interested in 
the translation of special reviews and articles which 
would share the services of certain translators. 


On the translator’s side of the picture there would 
also seem to be a need for closer collaboration, not only 
to repair the defects of the available dictionaries and 
glossaries, but also to ensure a common agreement on 
new terms. Meetings of translators concerned with one 
or more ‘growing points’ of knowledge might be 
highly beneficial. Such meetings are, perhaps, more 
within the province of the Institute of Linguists, but 
Aslib would be happy to assist, especially in presenting 
the translation uset’s point of view. In fact, if members 
and translators consider all or any of the points raised 
in this article justify it, we would be very ready to 
explore the possibility of convening a one or two day 
conference during the first six months of 1949.

Backstage Bicker l . 


We reel that some explanation is needed for the 
non-appearance of the long-promised Ashb Guides to 
Sources of Information in Great Britain No. 2: Agriculture 
and Allied Interests. Work was commenced on this 
Guide last January, simultaneously with Guide No. 3: 
Food and Beverages, as it was felt that the two Guides had 
much in common. The Agricultural Guide is now 
practically ready and should makes its appearance | 
sometime in the very near future. Members may be 
interested, however, to learn of some of the difficulties 
experienced by Aslib’s Information Section in the 
compilation of these Guides, which are mainly respons- 
ible for the delay in publication. In the first place much 
valuable time could be saved if a few recalcitrant 
librarians and information officers would return their 
questionnaires within a reasonable time. Wondrous 
indeed, are some of the excuses finally offered for the 
delay, ranging from ‘ Your letter dated . . . has just 
reached me having been dropped, it seems, behind some 
crates of books’ to ‘ Your questionnaire never reached 
me; I can only suggest that it may have inadvertently 
found its way to our salvage sack during a recent 
clearance.’ Some of the principal offenders are Govern- 
ment Departments, which is, no doubt, due to the fact 
that possible entries have to be submitted to a higher 
authority before sanction for publication is given. 
Another difficulty is the illegibility of some handwritings 
—if only the answers to the questionnaires could either 
be typed or block letters used, many telephone calls 
would be saved. If only, too, all the informazion asked 
for could be given. When details of the library are 
required—‘ Library on agricultural subjects’ is not 
sufficient. Quite often, although it is specifically asked- 
for, the date of commencement of a periodical is not. 
given, which consequently adds to the burden of 


_research in the Information Section. 


When the Guides ate near completion they are 
usually submitted to an expert for “ vetting” and all 
Information Officers will appreciate how disturbing it 
is to be informed of a failure to include a research 


association section because the association has omitted 
tO indicate~all its sections on a questionnaire. This 
places the Information Officer in an awkward position ; 
either he goes on writing and waiting, or else’ the- 
Guide goes to press without that entry and is iacom- 
plete. All these delays lead to much of the information 
supplied months earlier becoming rapidly out of date 
and requiring re-checking. Possibly it is our question- 
naire which is at fault. Any suggestions which cant 
prevent what can become an increasingly vicious circle 
would be welcome to the Information Officer. 


(The above was handed to us by a harassed Information 
Officer with the request that it be toned down to a plea for 
questionnaires to be completed and returned at members 
earliest convenience.

By the sudden death of Dr. S. C. Bradford on 
13 November 1948, the new Aslib loses: a 
personality of outstanding importance to both 
its constituent parts. Though -primarily a 
chemist, Dr. Bradford was appointed to the 
staff of the Science Museum Library in 1898 
and tepresented that library at the first confer- 
ence of the Association of Special Libraries and 
Information Bureaux in 1924. He was elected 
to the Aslib Council in 1932 and retained this 
position till 1943; he was re-elected in 1946 
and was still an honoured member of the 
Council at the time of his death. Dr. Bradford 


was appointed Keeper. of the Science Museum - 


Library in 1925, and there formed that fruitful 
association with the late Professor A. F. C. 
Pollard, one of the early results of which was 
the formation of the British Society for Inter- 
national Bibliography which did such pioneer 


work in encouraging the use of the Universal 
Decimal Classification in Great Britain. In 1945 
he succeeded Professor Pollard as President of 
the B.S.I.B. and still held that post at the time 
of the amalgamation of the B.S.I.B. with the 
A.S.L.LB. to form the new Aslib. 


There is ‘no space in this Bulletin to do mote 
than touch on his contributions to the literature 
of librarianship, his participation in the con- ° 
ferences of Aslib, and those of the International 
Federation for Documentation, and his cham- 
pionship of the U.D.C. It is hoped to print a 
bibliography elsewhere, but members may like 
to be reminded that his recently published book 
Documentation (briefly noticed in Aslib Informa- 
tion for September 1948), gathers up many of 
the most important papers.

THE sudden death of Dr. Bradford, following 
so closely on that of Professor Pollard, will 
come as a shock to many in all parts of the 
wotld. His work on documentation coveted so 
. long a period with unflageing energy that one 
felt him to be a permanent prime mover. The 
large and solid achievements of his life work, and 
the impetus he gave to documentation, at fitst 
almost single handed, will doubtless be listed 


in more formal notices. 


To the members of the British Society for 
International Bibliography and to his old 
colleagues the news of his death will be far 
mote personal. It is no disparagement of the 
speakers and members to say that Dr. Bradford 
was the mainspring of the Society. I do not 
know how many meetings there were at which 
he did. not preside—it is unlikely that they 


‘reached double figures. At all, his presence lead 
-to the meeting becoming a lively discussion 


group, even the most apparently unpromising 
subject bringing out lively points. 


Clean and vigorous in conttovetsy, his - 
op:nions backed by long thought and experi- 
ence, he may have seemed slightly formidable 
at first sight to new members. Personal con- 
tact—and all members had personal contact— 
soon dispelled this idea. Uppetrmost in the 
writer’s mind is not the memory of Dr. Brad- 
ford’s abilities, but ofkis unfailing kindness 
and unspating help when one was in difficulties. 
It is easy to understand the loyalty and affection 
of his staff at the Science Museum Library, and 
to see why his achievements have surpassed 
what mere ability could have done.
